In the Carpathians the Russians have repulsed the enemy at 
Svidnik and Rostoka. The battle of theDukla Pass has been re- 
sumed and is mostly hand-to-hand fighting. 

ITALY 

The Italian Government last week appropriated $34.000,000 
for further military expenses until July 1915. It is reported that 
Austria has confiscated two wheat steamers in the Adriatic.
